Militants assault worshippers at mosque in nations worst attack

CAIRO — In the deadli- 
est-ever attack by Islamic 
extremists in Egypt, militants 
assaulted a crowded mosque 
Friday during prayers, blast- 
ing helpless worshippers 
with gunfire and rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and blocking 
their escape routes. At least 
235 people were killed before 


the assailants got away. 
The attack in the troubled 
northern part of the Sinai 


Peninsula targeted a mosque 


frequented by Sufis, mem- 
bers of a mystic movement 


within Islam. Islamic mil- 


itants, including the local 


affiliate of the Islamic State 

group, consider Sufis heretics 

because of their less literal 

interpretations of the faith. 
The startling bloodshed 

in the town of Bir al-Abd 

also wounded at least 109, 

according to the state news 


agency, and it offered the 
latest sign that, despite more 
than three years of fighting in 
Sinai, the Egyptian govern- 
ment has failed to deter an 
IS-led insurgency. 

President Abdel-Fattah 
el-Sissi vowed that the attack 
“will not go unpunished” 
and that Egypt would perse- 
vere with its war on terror- 
ism. But he did not specify

Federal ban hangs 
in balance in case

WASHINGTON — Supreme 
Court justices will soon 
hear arguments in a highly 
charged case over a federal 
ban on sports betting that, if 
thrown out, would open the 
doors for states to promote 
and profit from state-spon- 
sored gambling on major 
league and college games. 

Even though sports gam- 
bling is legal in Nevada, 
the casino lobby is siding 
with plaintiffs in the case in 
hopes that an expansion of 
state-sponsored gambling 
would eliminate illegal off- 
shore wagering and provide
